People Urged to 'Buy Less of 


Highest Priced Articles and 


Seek Substitutes 


Albany, Feb. 23. — Figures on the 


quantities of leading 
food 
products 


available in the state are to be gath- 
ered by tho department of agriculture 
under the direction of Commissioner 
of Agriculture Charles S. Wilson, he 
announced tonight. Agents of tho de- 
partment in every section of the b'.ate. 
he said, will be directed to assist in 
carrying out tho plan to determine the j 
food resources of New York relative 
to the main -staples. 


"Every effort will be, made to get 


the information on the amount of 
food available and 
its 
location, as 


soon as possible," said Commissioner 
Wilson. 


"It has been suggested that large 


quantities of products are being held 
for an increase in price. The reports 
which wo hope to obtain will show 
whether this is generally true. 
The 


desire of the department is to obtain, 
as far as is possible, the facts. 


"The department will ask its agents 


in charge of the Various districts to 
supervise the gathering of the figures 
in their districts. It will also ask the 
town supervisors to aid the agents 
and the assistants of the latter In this 
work. 


"The result will show approximate- 


ly the number of bushels' of potatoes, 
apples, onions, wheat, the 
cabbage 


supply, the supply of meat and some 
other products available." 


Xo Food Seizure. 


It is generally believed that there is 


no possibility that the state will at- 
tempt to seize food supplies and dis- 
ribute them where 
they 
are 
most 


needed. 


"We are doing everything we can to 


support and assist the local authori- 
ties," said tho Governor. 
"Tho situa- 


tion is a serious one, although condi- 
tions in the larger cities have been 
exaggerated greatly." 


The Governor declined to comment 


on the probability of his sending to 
the legislature an emergency message 
urging the immediate passage of the 
Wicks bill to provide for the creation 
of a state department of 
food 
and 


markets. 
Persons in the Governor's 


confidence doubted if such a message 
would be forthcoming in view of the 
opposition which has developed to 
the measure. 


Is Not Solution. 


Majority Leader Klon R. Brown of 


the senate does not believe that the 
Wicks bill would be a solution to the 
existing situation. He declared he fa- 
vored its passage, but that he believed 
it was intended gradually to correct 
present conditions with the ultimate 
end of reducing the cost of foods to 
the consumer through more system- 
atic and economical methods of pro- 
duction and distribution. He said that 
any measure to relieve the situation 
would have to be an emergency meas- 
ure framed with that particular object 
in view. 


A Merchant's Warning. 


Thomas R. Ward, member of the 


firm of Weidman, Ward & Co., of Al- 
bany, and formerly president of the 
New York State Wholesale Grocers' 
association, today %varned the people 
of Albany to go slow In tho present 
high cost of living frenzy, as the so- 
called shortage in 
many 
articles Is 


only temporary. 
"If the people be- 


come alarmed and start to stock up 
In these articles," said 
Mr. 
Ward, 


"the prices will go even higher." 


Potatoes Still III{rl». 


There is no relict" in sight as far as 


the potato market la concerned—the 
farmers will not empty their cellars. 
There is a plan on foot to get the 
citizens to use rice on the table In 
place of potatoes. Thus, it is pointed 
out, 
the potato market would take a 


big drop. 
In the south and tropical 


countries rice is used instead of po- 
tatoes, and merchants declare that the 
peoplo in the north 
would 
benefit 


physically if they would do tho same, 
and at the same time help reduce the 
cost of living. 
Rico is far more nu- 


tritious. 
In nutritious 
value

stands far above ryo flour, corn, wheat 
fat beef, oat?, potatoes and lean beef. 
In addition to this, the price is very 
low. 
Good rice is being wholesaled 


at six cents a pound.

5, 


It is being suggested that the Pres- 


ident make the public ceremony mere- 
ly the occasion for delivering his in- 
augural address. 
It is certain that 


Vice President Marshall will take his 
oath in the formal way at the special 
session of the senate Monday, March 


but it has not 
been 
determined 


whether h» -,»1U take it before.
